TASK UNIT TO USE 
LATEST WEAPONS 


WASHINGTON, March 25 
(UP) — The Navy announced 
yesterday the formation of a 
/new-type anti-submarine task 
| force. One of its most famous 
| aviators, Rear Adm. John S. 
_Thach, will command it. 
| The Navy said the new task 
group would “exploit to the 
fullest” advanced weapons for 
fighting undersea craft. One 
of the newest weapons is the 
atomic depth charge. 

The new group, designated 
Force Alfa, will include an air- 
craft carrier with a group of 
anti-submarine aircraft, a heli- 
coptes squadron, destroyers, 
shore-based patrol planes and 
submarines.

JEFFERSON CITY, March 
25—The Missouri Senate vir- 
|tually killed the St. Louis 
earnings tax bill today. The 
Senate adopted an amendment 
offered by Senator E. Gary 
Davidson (‘Rep.), Webster 
Groves, that would make any 
increase in the present rate of 
one-half of 1 per cent applica- 


ble only to residents of St. 
, Louis, 

The bill in tits _ present 
amended form was termed 


“absolutely useless” to the city 
of St. Louis by Mayor Raymond 
|R. Tucker, who attended to- 
day's session. Tucker said 
further he had been informed 
by the City Counselor the 
amendment rendered the bill 
' unconstitutional. 

Mayor Tucker said that if the 
Davidson amendment is not re- 
moved the city would drop ef- 

' forts for the tax at this session. 

“The legislation as amended 

is not only useless but might in- 


validate the present tax,” he 
said. 
‘Basis Is Earnings.’ 
Associate City Counselor 
Aubrey B. Hamilton of St 


Louis, who has represented the 
city here on the earnings tax 
legislation, said: 

“The basis of the St. Louis 
earnings tax is earnings and 
not residence. Any bill which 
taxes earnings and then makes 
a distinction based on resi- 
dence is unconstitutional be- 
cause it violates the constitu- 
tional requirement of equal 
protection of laws and uniform- 
ity of tax requirements.”

‘AP)—Republican congressional 
leaders said today President 
Eisenhower would ask Congress 
to authorize a $600,000.000 
speed-up in government buying 
to help combat the recession. 

The leaders also said after 
their regular meeting with the 
President that he is about ready 
to send Congress his request 
for a 50 per cent extension in 
the duration of unemployment 
insurance benefits. 

A special message on that 
program may go to the Capitol 
later today or tomorrow. 

At today’s White House con- 
ference there also was discus- 
sion of a $5,400,000,000 high- 
way construction bill now be 
ing debated in the Senate. 

The G.O.P. leaders noted that 
the highway measure is not in 
the form the Administration 
requested. But Senator William 
F. Knowland of California, 
Senate Republican leader, pre- 
dicted Congress would approve 
some form of highway legisla- 


tion to help deal with the busi- 
ness slump. 


Spending Bill Due Soon. 


Knowland announced that 
legislation to speed up Govern- 
ment purchasing in all fields, 
including defense, would go to 
Congress in the next day or so. 

Knowland said Mr. Eisen- 
hower would request authority 
to spend $100,000,000 faster 
than had been planned orig- 
inally in the current fiscal 
year, ending June 30. 

He also said the plan calls 
for accelerating expenditure of 
about $500,000,000 in the first 
months of the new fiscal year 
starting July 1. Spending at 
that time would be moved for- 
ward from three to six months, 
Knowland said. 

As for unemplolment com- 
pensation, Knowland spelled it 
out for the first time that the 
plan is to increase by 50 per 
cent the number of weeks dur- 
ing which unemployment bene- 
fits are paid in the various 
States, 

For example, in states which 
now pay benefits for 26 weeks. 
the new program would add 
13 weeks. A 20-week program 
of benefits would be hiked to 
30 weeks. 

No Rise in Amounts. 


There is no plan, Knowland 
said in reply in questions, to 
increase the amount of week- 
ly benefits now paid by the 
states. 

As disclosed last week. the 
extension of the duration of 
benefits would be financéd in 
one of two ways: 

1. Either that portion of 
the present tax on employers 
which now goes to the Fed- 
eral Government to finance 
administration of the pro- 
gram would be increased. by 
50 per cent; or 

2. If they elected to do sd 
the states themselves could 
repay to that federal fund 
money advanced from it to 


increase the duration of 
benefits. 
Knowland emphasized that 


no change is contemplated in 
the present federal-state rela- 
tionship dealing with operation 
and maintenance of the pro- 
gram. 

Tax Cut Opposition, 


The new White House plans 
were reported as it became 
known that Secretary of the 
Treasury Robert Anderson’ has 
indicated to leading members 
of Congress that opposition to 
a tax cut is increasing within 
Administration councils. 

Anderson is reported to have 
told influential Democrats and 
Republicans that Vice Presi- 
dent Richard M. Nixon did not 
speak for the Administration 
when he said last week it would 
be “good Republican philoso- 
phy” to reduce taxes if the 
business recession continues. 
| Anderson was represented as 
| believing a step-up in public 
works and military spending al- 
ready is beginning to show 
some results. 

Anderson's optimism  ap- 
parently is based on indications 
that individual income tax re- 
ceipts are holding up better 
than had been expected with 
more than 5,000,000 persons 
unemployed.

- The committee criticized the 
Budget Bureau for not increas- 
ing the requests prepared last 
fall and submitted by Mr. Eis- 
énhower in January. It also 
called “inadequate” the Ag- 
ministration’s approach to na- 
tional health problems. 
Overlooked Joblessness. 

The committee said that in 
spite of continuing joblessness, 
ffie Administration “has failed 
to make any revision of their 
original estimates ‘of needs) 
to bring them more in line 
with current realities.” 

Heads of both the Labor and 
Welfare Departments, the com- 
mittee added, have indicated 
they. soon will need more 
morfBy than ‘requested but 
“why both departments refuse 
to present up-to-date estimates 
at this time is difficult to un- 
derstand.” 

The committee . described 
some of the Budget Bureau’s 
practices as “strange and devi- 
ous and sometimes rather 
amusing” in what it called an 
attempt to “make the budget 
look better.” 

The committee’s token cut in 
new appropriations left the two 
big departments and several 
related activities with $215,- 
504,600 less than they were 
given during the current year. 
Much of this cut undoubtedly 
will be restored. 

Allotments Urged. 

For the fiscal year starting 
next July 1, the committee rec- 
ommended these allotments: 

‘Labor Department: $382,446,- 
800, a cut of $25,585,800 from 
the amount requested. 

Department of Health, Edu- 
eation and Welfare: $2,565,080,- 
581, an increase of $14,356,000, 
mostly for the National Insti- 
tutes of Health. 

National Labor Relations 
Board: $1,295,000, the amount 
requested. 

Mediation and Concialition 
Service: $3,650,000, a cut of 
$45,000. 
‘A Backward Step. ’ 

The Administration’s finan- 
cial plans for the National In- 
stitutes of Health, the commit- 
tee said, represent “a backward 
step.” It cited strides being 
made in research in the fields 
of cancer, heart ailments, men- 
tal health and other diseases 
and boosted the Health Insti- 
tutes’ appropriations $14,948,- 
700 -over the President’s re- 
quests, or more than the net in- 
crease in the Welfare Depart- 
ment total. 

The committee said the wage 
and hour division of the Labor 
Department “it not doing much 
more than scratch the surface” 
in policing law violations. 

“The goal of securing com- 
pliance is still a long ways off,” 
it. commented, referring to the 
wage and hour laws. 

Assails Health Service. 

The committee criticized the 
Public Health Service for “wn- 
necessary delay” in building a 
communicable disease center 
building in Atlanta. It recalled 
that last year it asked for a re- 
quest for a direct appropria- 
tien to construct the building 
and directed that it not be 
built under a lease-purchase 
program. 

Nevertheless, the committee 
said, the General Services Ad- 
ministration and the Welfare 
Department have entered into 
a lease-purchase contract in a 
“completely indefensible” ac- 
tion that will double the cost 
of the building. 

A major item in the in- 
creased cost, the committee 
sadi, is -a financing contract 
that will give a large insurance 
company 4.97 per cent interest.

Office of Vocational Rehabil- 
itation, $56,800,000 no change. 

Grants for hospital construc- 
tion, $121,200,000, no change. 

Grants to states for public 
assistance, $1,806,400,000, no 
change. 

Grants to states for maternal 
and child welfare, $42,500,000, 
an increase of $1,000,000.

To Be Spelled Out 


The McClellan committee has issued a 
lengthy recapitulation of the individual cor- 
ruption, racketeering and management. col- 
lusion found in its investigation of seven of 
the nation’s 190 labor unions, and chiefly 
among top Teamster officials. 

Improper use of funds has cost the mem- 
bers of these unions $10,000,000 over the last 
15 years, said the report, or about $5 per 
member, In addition to expressing shock at 
these financial abuses, the report listed 10 
other “improper: practices” ranging from lack 
of union democracy to gangster infiltration. 

Since all this was aired at length in the 
committee hearings, and since the report was 
thoroughly “leaked” to the press, the newest 
headlines largely repeat old sensations, after 
the manner of the late Senator McCarthy and 
other congressional investigators. It is an old 
trick of the investigating trade to make a 
given piece of evidence do double or triple 
duty by way of publicity.

The hearings and the summary, however, 
are important in so far as they provide the 
groundwork for new legislation. In this re- 
spect, the report was rather terse. Without 
going into detail, it recommended new laws 
in five fields: 

1—Regulation and control of pensions; 2— 
regulation and control of’ union funds; 3—a 
law to “ihsure union democracy”; 4—curbs 
on activities of middle-men in labor-manage- 
ment relations, and 5—authority for the states 
to take over where the National Labor Rela- 
tions Board refuses to assume jurisdiction. 

On the surface, these proposals follow 
those made by Secretary of Labor Mitchell 
and President Eisenhower. There is general 
agreement that pension funds, whether admin- 
istered by management or by a union, should 
be safeguarded. Free discussion and free 
elections are essential to healthy unionism, 
So-called, “sweetheart contracts” are obnox- 
ious since they are signed by employers and 
union bosses without regard for the interests 
or desires of workers. 

The committee recommendations, however, 
are broad and somewhat vague, and whether 
they add up to @ fair legislative program will 
depend upon how they are spelled out in 
detail. For example, just what is meant by 
“insuring” democracy in a union? Labor 
unions are free associations which have a 
right to be free of undue governmental inter- 
ference so long as they conduct their activi- 
ties honestly and within the framework of 
the law.

The Administration program sponsored by 
secretary Mitchell is clear and specific, mod- 
erate and fair. In addition to bringing wel- 
fare funds under supervision, it would require 
public reporting of union finances, election 
of union officers by secret ballot, and finan- 
cial reports designed to expose “sweetheart” 
contracts. It would also redefine secondary 
boycotts in justice to both labor and industry. 

The Mitchell program offers protections for 
union members and the public without inter- 
fering with the right to organize, bargain col- 
lectively and strike. The McClellan commit- 
tee would have done well to give a little less 
space to its findings and a little more space 
to correctives. It is less the function of a 
congressional investigation to warm over sen- 
sations than to. expound, in studious detail, 
measures to bring an end of sensations, 


Not to Be Left Half-Done _, 


With good prospects that final agreement 
on the riverfront track relocation will. be 
reached in Mayor Tucker’s office on Friday, 
the United States Territorial Expansion Me- 
morial Commission has asked Congress for an 
additional $13,485,000 for the development of 
the national park. 

So long as the track stalemate persisted and 
no part of the $2,640,000 already appropriated 
had been used, Congress was understandably 
reluctant to vote more money. But now that 
it seems certain work will begin this spring, 
it is reasonable to press for the balance of 
the $5,000,000 already authorized. And if 
Congress is willing to carry the work that far, 
it also should -be willing to. finish it. After 
all, Washington has a matching-funds bargain 
with St. Louis to keep. 

Representative Karsten and other members 
of the St. Louis delegation in the House and 
in the Senate are justified in bringing this to 
the attention of their colleagues. And they 
also are justified in keeping it before Secre- 
tary of the Interior Seaton, especially since 
on a recent visit to St. Louis he spoke of 
possibly including the riverfront park in the 
public works projects he planned to recom- 
mend to Président Eisenhower. 

The monument to the expansion of the 
American West is its own justification. But 
the work is especially attractive in a period 
of unemployment. It involves relatively little 
in the way of materials, and can bring an 
important immediate increase in purchasing 
power. All the more reason for pushing 
ahead energetically. 


Nasser Trumps the King 


Though Arab politics sometimes seems in- 
scrutable, the significance of the virtual abdi- 
cation of King Saud of Saudi Ardbia is all too 
clear. It is an important victory for. Egypt’s 
President Nasser and the United Arab Repub- 
lic which he is putting together. And as such 
it is a shock for most Western diplomats. 

Nasser’s relations with the West have not 
been improving. Britain put its faith in the 
Baghdad Pact. The United States has ‘sup- 
ported this alliance, short of joining it. And 
when Nasser announced the “unification” of 
Egypt, Syria and then Yemen, Washington 
put hope in the consolidation of Iraq and 
Jordan, expecting the new kingdom to be sup- 
ported by Saud. As the custodian of the holy 
places of Mecca and Medina, Saud felt him- 
self to be more or less the leader of all Arabs. 
He felt also that oil money had made him 
strong. And he had been to Washington. 

But now only the blind can ignore how 
Saud has been out-maneuvered by Nasser, the 
leader of the Arab anti-traditionalist element. 
The Egyptian made few efforts to conceal his 
opposition to the old order represented by 
the King. His intrigue against the Saudi Ara- 
bian royal family was foreshadowed by the 
visit to Cairo of Saud’s brother, Crown Prince 
Feisal. And it is to Feisal that Saud now has 
granted “full responsibilities to lay down the 
state’s internal, external and financial poli- 
cies and ‘to supervise the implementation of 
these policies.” 

Just as suddenly as he undermined Saud, 
Nasser also got rid of Syrian Field Marshal

Afif Bizri and his pro-Communist following. 
Nasser has not yet joined Moscow. In fact, 
Russia may find as high a price tag on his co- 
operation as the West.

Behind a Screen of Secrecy 


Opinions vary greatly as to the merits of - 


Gev. Blair’s penal administrator bill, which 

the Missouri House Committee on Penal In- 
stitutions killed by a vote of 5 to 3. The bill, 
a major part of the Governor’s program, 
would have made it legal for the director of 
the State Department of Corrections to dis- 
miss top administrative officials in the Mis- 
souri penal system with approval -by the 
Governor. | 

The argument for the bill was that the di- 
rector of a penal institution is an official of 
such responsibility in the state welfare sys- 
tem that he must be amenable to the policies 
Unless a penal administra- 
tor is subject to removal he may carry on a 
war against his superior from a secure place 
in the public service. 

The opposition to the bill was based on a 
desire to build up the merit system as effec- 
tively as possible among state office holders. 
A penal institution director is essentially an 
administrator and not a policy maker. If- he 
is under civil service and enjoys job security 
he tends to be a higher caliber man with 
better qualifications. 

A fair view is that the question was a close 
one with the scales probably tipped slightly 
on the side of the Governor. The vote to kill 
the bill demonstrated a practice, however, 
which is not a close question at all. This is 
the practice of committees of the Missouri 
Legislature hiding behind a screen of secrecy. 
Both chambers have rules which interpret the 
Missouri constitution as requiring only that 
the vote for and against be disclosed, not 
how each committee member voted. 

The sponsors of this bill do not know the 
names of the five House members who voted 
to kill it. They do not know who voted to 
report it favorably. Committee vote after 
committee vote is conducted on the same 
basis. It is an affront to the people of Mis- 
sourl. When the next full regular session 


‘convenes both chambers ought to make it a 


rule to release full information on each vote 
in committee. 


Of Days, Laws and Colors 


A good many people, including us, feel 
that there should be a law against Mondays. 
Any Senator or Representative will be sure 
of re-election the rest of his life if he pushes 
through Congress a bill substituting a reason- 
ably cheerful day—even a mew one—for this 
blue ulcer-roiler. 

Indeed, such a statesman would be im- 
mensely popular if he succeeded in doing no 
more than getting a law on the books against 
rain on Mondays. Why must a dull, dreary 
blue be compounded by a wet, gloomy de- 
pressing gray? 

O well, the day is behind.us now. And 
come to think, Monday’s dead, saturated char- 
coal was not as bad as it might have been. 
It was shot through with green—the ‘very 
faint green of things yet to come, but green. 


Warning From Congress 

The bill. which Senators’ Mansfield and 
Bridges have introduced for reorganization 
of the Defense Department presents a new 
challenge for the Administration. 

It musters support for the strong opposi- 
tion that emerged last month when Carl Vin- 
son, chairman of the House Armed Services 


Committee, introduced his reorganization bill. , 


Combined, these almost identical bills com- 
prise a warning to President Eisenhower and 
Secretary of Defense McElroy that there must 
be no single chief of staff. Senator Syming- 
ton answered this warning when he declared 
confidence in Mr. McElroy and said reorgan- 
ization should not respect tradition. 

Senator Mansfield declares that the office 
of the Secretary of Defense has become “an 
administrative jungle” which is impairing 
national defense. The jungle, however, com- 
prises not only the Secretary’s office, but the 
separate and competing services, and the best 
way to cut through the jungle is by giving 
the Secretary a single chief of staff. Perhaps 
some of the 29 assistant and deputy, secre- 
taries can and should be eliminated, as the 
Mansfield-Bridges bill proposes. But merely 
eliminating them is not going to unify the 
three services. That requires stronger con- 
trol from the top, based on stronger and com- 
pletely impartial military advice to the civil- 
jan secretary. 

For too long the Joint Chiefs system has 
been under criticism. The Johnson Prepared- 
ness subcommittee heard witnesses tell of its 
weaknesses. The Gaither and Rockefeller re- 
ports told of the need for a better system. 
President Eisenhower and some of Secretary 
McElroy’s special consultants have indicated 
that they would favor a single chief. Opposi- 
tion has come from the Navy which fears that 
its »specialized contributions might be un- 
derestimated by a single chief, and from some 
Congressmen in both houses who believe any 
change would lessen ‘their power. 

Instead of showing such intense interest in 
reasserting their. own power, the leaders in 
the fight against the single chief of staff 
would do far better to give Secretary McElroy 
and his consultants the support they need for 
achieving a real reorganization. Instead of 
warning Secretary. McElroy that he must not 
change the pattern of things, they should 
show that they are interested in a genuine 
modernization of the nation’s defense struc- 
ture regardless of what! it does to vested 
interests anywhere. 


A Notable First Meeting 

The first meeting of the world’s newest 
parliament did not make big head-lines since 
its 142 members did little more than pick a 
name for their body: the European Parlia- 
mentary Assembly. It is not destined, how- 
ever, to remain obscure. | 

Assembled in Strasbourg on the ‘French- 
German border with Robert Schuman, former 
premier of France, as its president, the As- 
sembly represents the six continental mem- 
bers of Euromart, Euratom and the coal and 
steel pool. Its present members were ap- 
poigted by their respective governments; but 
under the agreements which brought it into 
being, they are to be elected eventually by 
all the voters of the six countries. It is to 
become the parliament of a united Europe. 

Thus its first meeting should not go un- 
noticed. There is new hope in the Old World.

As regards summit topics, the So- 
viets contend that they don’t see 
such a crucial issue as control of 
outer space in terms of intransige- 
ance. 

On this issue, we know, Moscow 
has proposed a United Nations agen~- 
cy to police a ban on outer-space mis- 
siles—meaning inter continental bal- 
listic missiles—and to administer a 
further program for carrying for- 
ward the peaceful conquest of outer 
space. Soviet terms specify that, in 
return, the United States must dis- 
mantle and ahandon its overseas 
military bases in Europe, the Middle 
East, and Africa. 


But Soviet officials suggest that 
they do.not expect the issue will be 
handled, starkly in these terms. 
“Some” American bases might be 
abandoned—or the United States 
might agree to jettison its plans to 
locate intermediate range missiles on 
European soil. This would be the 
American quid pro quo for the So- 
viet agreement to abandon its ICBM 
program, 

Hard bargaining would work out 
equally balanced concessions. 

Now all of this talk could be high- 
ly deceptive. The Soviets seem most 
anxious to bring off a summit meet- 
ing. Perhaps they are playing only

Allen, smarting under the, theft of his listeners by the 
' massive giveaway show “Stop the Music,” offered to reim- 

burse any listener for possible loss of money prizes result- 
eietemmmnnan mgs ing from listening to his 
program rather than 
: “Stop the Music.” Allen 
. made a valid offer, but, 
iis near as I can remem- 
ber, no one ever collected 
or even tried to collect. 

Well, sir, the giveaway 
madness had its days on 
radio. Television came 
along with its fascinating 
boxful of wonders. For 
awhile there, pictures 
sufficed. Money lost its 
lure or at least its pop- 
ularity. Entertainment 
was enough to win a 
viewer all by itself with- 
out the added inducement 
of dough. 

It couldn't last, I sup- 
pose, this idyllic situation. 
The money came back 
with a rush on “$64,000 
Question” and gradually 
the money shows—"$64,000 Challenge,” “The Price Is 
Right,” “Tic Tac Dough,” “Treasure Hunt”—took over al- 
together. And then the other day it happened. Arthur 
Godfrey, who has rumbled threateningly on the subject of 
those “lottery shows,” erupted.

He has been trying, he said, to please viewers 
for 20 years and he didn’t want them to miss out 
on anything, simply because they were listening to 
him. “If you think you'd be losing out on another 
program where you might have won a prize, write 
me a postcard. If you want anything reasonable, 
I'll send it to you,” he said. 


Now, that's a fairly sweeping offer. Even the word 
“reasonable” doesn't mitigate the generosity much. Almost 
immediately the telephone started to ring over at CBS and 
the letters started pouring in, although as this is written, 
no one has been especially unreasonable. One woman 
wanted boxing gloves so her six-year-old could beat up 
the other kids on his street; a guy wanted a job as a TV 
engineer; somebody else wanted a lawnmower; and scores 
just said: “Send me anything.” 


THE GODFREY OFFICE hastily explained that the 
great man doesn't propose to fill all requests. He'll dump 
them into a big container just as they do on “Treasure 
Hunt” on NBC-TV (which is biting into the Godfrey rating) 
and one viewer a day will get his heart's desire if it’s “rea- 
sonable.” What is going to be considered unreasonable? 


Well, there is no monetary limit exactly; anything that 
sounds plausible will be considered 
He'll get plenty of letters all right. All those people 


who used to write “Strike It Rich,” asking for two wheel- 
chairs, are now happily (or unhappily) going to sit down 
and write Godfrey. The Roman populace used to be soothed 
by bread and circuses. The modern one by TV and give- 
aways. 


It’s a deplorable trend but we must face the 
fact that the giveaway shows are running away 
with the daytime audience and increasingly the 
nighttime audience, too, and it will wind up run- 
ning off with what little is left of our sanity. God- 
frey goes on vacation this week and the giveaway 
on his show probably won't start until he gtts 
back March 31. Then he breaks up the simulcast; 
the Godfrey program will be strictly a radio show 
(from 9 a.m. to 10, St. Louis time) or it will be 
strictly a TV show (10 a.m. to 10:30 St. Louis 
time.) It will not be both. This means the radio 
audience will not, as they have had to do for years, 
sit and listen to minutes of unexplained studio 
laughter or minutes of unexplained studio silence 


while Godfrey plays sight gags or does nothing 
at all. 


It also means that the TV show will be up against 
“The Price Is Right” (which has been a powerhouse) and 
that Godfrey already is fighting back with bayonets. It 
didn’t work with Fred Allen and it may not with Godfrey. 


WHAT DEPRESSES ME is that everyone is doing it 
again. The only thing that rescued us ‘from “Stop the 
Music” and all the other giveaways was the invention of 
television. But there doesn't seem to be any new gadget 
on the market that will divert the money quizzes or the 
vutright giveaways. Arthur Godfrey has been many things 
to many people but this is a new one. Now he's Santa 
Claus.

This is a sure sign the time

Since I'm conserving my en-

CENTRALIA, Ill., March 25 (UP). 


CENTRALIA IS TRYING to forget the disaster that 
snuffed out the lives of 111 miners 11 years ago today. 

No memorial service is planned this year for the 
miners who died when an explosion ripped through the 
Central Mine No. 5 on March 25, 1947. 


“I doubt if there will ever be another observance 
except in the hearts of the survivors and the families of 
the victims,” said Mayor H. B. (Shorty) Blanchard. 


He was elected mayor of Centralia a month after the 
explosion. Later, he proclaimed that the Sunday nearest 


the explosion anniversary should be set aside for memorial 
services each year. 


The first two years memorial services were 
held in the Centralia High School auditorium. A 
moment of silent prayer at 3:25 p.m. marked the 
exact time of the explosion. Then the services 
were discontinued. 


Blanchard said that two years ago he asked some of 
the families if they thought the service should be resumea 

“We were hurt bad, Shorty. Let’s don’t bring it up 
again,” one widow tearfully told him. 

“That was enough for me,” said Blanchard. 


THE MINE was reopened after the blast but later was 
elosed for good. Some of the surviving miners got jobs in 
mines around Pana, and others obtained work at Cen-

tralia’s largest industry, the Illinois Central car shops. 
Others have retired. The widows of some of the victims 
remarried. 


The ill-fated mine is located at Wamac, a community 
of 1200 people, just south of Centralia. Wamac gets its 
name from the three counties in which it is located~ 
Washington, Marion and Clinton. 


The mine shaft has been concreted over. And 
its smokestack, one of the few remaining remind- 
ers that a mine was ever there, cheated the hand 
of man earlier this month when it toppled unaided 
to the ground a day before a salvage crew planned 
to knock it down. 


The only sounds from the mine property are the clink 
of glasses, music and conversation from a tavern, called 
the Rock and Roll, which does business in the former mine 
warehouse. 


A MAN who was listed as “Victim No. 112” in the 
Centralia disaster will probably note the disaster at work 
in the pits of the Chicago, Wilmington and Franklin No. 3 
mine near Waltonville. He is Ted Keil, 54, Du Bois, who 
was working underground at the Centralia mine when the 
blast went off. He was found behind a trap door in a 
chamber where nearly a score of bodies were found. 


Keil was pronounced dead when doctors could not 
detect a heartbeat. But one doctor persisted in his 
attempts to revive Keil and was successful. 


After months in a hospital, Keil went below 
again at the same Centralia mine and worked 
until it closed. Then he found work at the Walton- 
ville mine, but suffered a broken back in 1953 
when tons of coal cascaded on him. He vowed 
then never to go below again. 


But since then, Keil has survived two other mine 
accidents in which he suffered back and hand injuries. 

“vt wes the only work he knew how to do,” said a 
daughter, Mrs. Jean Dycus of Waltonville.

Victims ot Recession 


NEW YORK, March 25. 

ALTHOUGH some of us may not feel the effects of 
the recession at the present time, there is one organiza- 
tion which is very conscious of the fact that for many peo- 
ple life is not going on as before. This is the American 
Council for Emigres in the Professions, which placed many 
people who came here in the old days to escape Hitler and 
since then to escape Communism and which recently did a 
great deal to help those Hungarians in the professional 
groups who came over in our special program immediately 
after the revolution occurred. 


The Council is now flooded with Hungarians who have 
been dismissed from their employment because they were 
so recently hired. Among them are highly trained engi- 
neers, chemists and research workers in the social sciences 
and the humanities. Last year places could be found for 
nearly all of them, but they haven't worked long enough 
to qualify for unemployment payments, They have no 
friends or family to turn to for help. They had thought 
their jobs were permanent, and dismissals have come as a 
terrific shock. 


One feels that since we have a national short- 
age of trained engineers and other professional 
personnel, some contact should be made with other 
parts of the country where these people could find 
jobs. They should not get to the point where they 
are hungry and frustrated te the point 
of wanting to go back to Hungary where possible 
death may await them. We had better give them a 
little thought now. What is going is a temporary 
recession, of course, but to these people it seems 
like a permanent disaster.

Jesus meets Pontius Pilate 
for the first time. The 
Roman Governor is pre- 
pared to release Jesus, and 
thus infuriate the priests, 
until one of them brings a 
mew charge against the 
Messiah—that of inciting 
revolt against the Roman 
Empire. This Pilate can- 
not ignore.

8 a.m., April 7. 

THE. PRIESTS ordered the 
crowd to part to permit Jesus 
and His guards to come for- 
ward. He was brought up to 
a point inside the arches of 
Fortress Antonia, slightly for- 
ward of the high priests. They 
looked up toward the balcony 
where the Procurator stood, 
flanked by his aides. 

A servant brought out a 
regal chair and the Roman 
Governor walked down the 
right-hand stairway and sat on 
the ehair which was placed on 
a stone landing. Jesus watched 
this through swollen, purple 
eyes. He stood alone, His wrists 
bound behind Him with a short 
rope. 

Jesus looked at Pilate and 
saw a short, patrician-looking 
man of about 50 years of age.

The Procurator held his right 
hand aloft. From this time on- 
ward, the disposition of the 
ease of Jesus versus temple 
law was in the hands of Rome. 

“What charge,” asked Pilate 
loudly, “do you bring against 
that Man?” He pointed to Jesus. 


The priests exchanged un- 
easy glances. Pilate’s pretended 
ignorance must mean that the 
cruel oppressor was planning 
to have Jesus tried before 
him—and, in that case, might 
dismiss the charges against 
Him for lack of evidence. 

“If this Man,” said the high 
priest, pointing at the back of 
Jesus, “were not a criminal, 
we should not have handed 
Him over to you.” These words 
constituted a legal sarcasm. It 
did not answer the Governor's 
questions which concerned the 
nature of the charge. 

Sarcasm was a dangerous 
weapon to use against a man 
like Pilate, who understood 
this case thoroughly. Still, his 
knowledge was unofficial, and 
as Caesar’s deputy it was cor- 
rect to open a hearing by ask- 
ing the manner of the charge. 


“Then take Him in charge 
yourselves,” shouted Pilate, 
standing and preparing to re- 
tire, “and try Him by your 
law!” 


The coldly angry Procurator 
was determined to have the last 
word. To bring the high priest 
to his. knees, all Pilate had to 
do was to pretend innocence of 
the entire matter and walk off 
the scene. 

Several of the priests cupped 
their hands and shouted to- 
gether: “We have no power to 
put anyone to death.” They did 
not say that they had no power 
to condemn a prisoner to 
death; only that they could not 
carry out their own sentence. 

Pilate did not answer. He 
turned his back on the priests 
and started to walk up the

steps. The crowd of temple 
employes was stunned! One of 
the ranking priests shouted: 
“We caught this Man inciting 
our nation to revolt. He op- 
poses the paying of taxes to 
Caesar and passes Himself off 
as the Messiah—a king.” 


The Procurator paused and 
looked around. The charge 
against Jesus had been seri- 
ously altered. 

Blasphemy was one thing. 
Any mentally unbalanced per- 
son might call himself God. 
But when a responsible group 
of citizens used the words “re- 
volt” and “taxes” and “Caesar,” 
they were charging the prison- 
er with a high crime against 
Tiberius and the Empire. 

Pilate studied the little knot 
of elegant priests and was 
forced to show a brief smile of 
admiration. They had rid them- 
selves of Jesus as a local prob- 
lem and had thrown Him to 
Pilate as a menace to the 
Empire. 

Pontius Pilate, Procurator of 
Palestine, the highest judge 
and top adminstrator of the 
country, had few of the marks 
of greatness. He was intelli- 
gent, ulcerous, sometimes bril- 
liant in conversation, and had 
a regal bearing, but it is felt 


that his appointment to the 
position of Procurator was due 
to the ties of his wife, Claudia 
Procula, to the Roman throne. 
She is said to have been the 
granddaughter of Caesar Au- 
gustus. 

Unlike her husband, who was 
an atheist, she was superstitious 
in matters religious; although 
she worshiped the many gods 
of the emperor, she feared to 
interfere with the practices of 
any other cult, including that 
of the Jews. 


Claudia had heard about 
Jesus and the miracles He 
had performed. She did not 
want the fate of such a Man 
to rest in Pilate’s hands. This 
morning, hearing the noise 
from the courtyard below, 
she wrote to her husband a 
short note: “Have nothing to 
do with that just Man.” 


The message reached Pilate 
as he turned away from the 
crowd at the gate. He read it 
and frowned and crumpled it 
in his hand. Then he walked 
off the balcony into his suite 
of offices. 

After some moments of de- 
liberation, Pilate dispatched a 
servant to go out into the

TILGHMAN CLOUD is a 
country editor with a citified 
air and four succinet words of 
counsel for the city newspaper 
man who longs to escape to 
the Glorious Beauty, Heavenly 
Quiet and Celestial Courtesy 
found only on a country weekly. 


“Yor gosh sakes, don’t!” 


Cloud himself never had to 
make the choice. He was born 
where he is now. But once he 
had to decide to stay. A big 
city paper offered him a job 
with a five-day, 40-hour week, 
and the longing was deep. But 
not as deep as the roots. 

So he will stay in the niche 
which sounds like something 
dreamed up by a Hollywood 
script writer as the perfect 
escape from ulcers: Pleasant 
Hill, Missouri. With his brother 
Fred, he’s co-editor of the 
Pleasant Hill Times. 

Even though his future 
seems to be bounded by the 
city limits of Pleasant Hill 
(pop. 2500), his sights and his 
editorial typewriter easily leap 
over the backyard fences to 
consider problems of the state 
and nation, the international 
situation and the atomic age. 
A Democrat, as his father and 
grandfather were before him, 
he takes a frequent swipe at the 
Administration. This pleases 
his fellow partisans and fs 
“tolerated by the Republicans.” 

Pleasant Hill, a former rail- 
road community, 35 miles 
southeast of Kansas City, is a 
neighborly place, like most 
small towns, where you know 
everybody, walk to work, go 
home for lunch and call the 
mayor by his first name. But 
the life of a country editor 
isn’t a heaven on earth. Not 
by a linotype! 


TILGHMAN CLOUD...

“You work six, maybe seven 
days a week. You are the pho- 
tographer as well as the edi- 
torial writer. You spend your 
days in the office or out on the 
street getting news, and your 
evenings in the dark room at 
home, If there’s an emergen- 
cy in the shop, you have to 
handle it. 

“And, with costs going up, 
the margin of profit goes down, 
My advice to any city man 
thinking of running away to 
it is, don’t.” 

Tilghman’s ___ father, Roy, 
bought the Pleasant Hill Ga- 
zette in 1901, changed the 
name, and settled down to be-

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come a country editor. Tilgh- 
man, with his brother, grew up 
in the shop, and, after gradua- 
tion from the University of 
Missouri School of Journalism, 
returned to take over more and 
more responsibility of running 
the paper. 

Recognized as one of Mis- 
souri’s outstanding weeklies, 
the Pleasant Hill Times con- 
cerns itself primarily with lo- 
cal news. However, on the edi- 
torial page his subscribers will 
read about John Foster Dulles, 
peace talks and nuclear ex- 
plosions and filter tip ciga- 
rettes. 

“I think the people in Pleas- 


ant Hill are more concerned 
with Sputniks than they are 
with a new stop light down on 
the corner,” Cloud said. 

His own pet editorial sub- 
ject doesn’t reach quite as far 
as outer space. Just over to 
Jefferson City. An ardent sup- 
porter of the unicameral legis- 
lature ever since it was adopt- 
ed by Nebraska some 20 years 
ago, Cloud has been plumping 
for a single Missouri house. In 
fact, it was this crusade that 
brought him out of his Times 
editorial office and into the 
city last week, as guest speak- 
er for the St. Louis League of 
Women Voters. 

“There is no more justifica- 
tion for two state legislative 
houses: than for bicameral city 
councils,” he told the league. 
“Twenty years of a unicameral 
legislature in Nebraska have 
demonstrated the one-house 
legislature is a practical, work- 
ing improvement over the bi- 
cameral body. It’s the essence 
of common sense.” 

Cloud is as much concerned 
about the plight of small towns, 
such as Pleasant Hill, as he is 
about the future of the world. 
He's pessimistic about the 
first; fairly vuptimistic about 
the second. Watching the sub- 
urban fingers of Kansas City 
stretch out to grab the com- 
munities around it, he gloomily 
foresees the time when the 
small town as he knows it will 
lose its identity and become 
merely a segment of a giant 
metropolitan community. 

But as for the world? 

“I would hope we could 
learn to live together peace- 
fully. We have to try anyway.

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SHORTLY before winter 
ends each year, many persons 
in eastern parts of Canada go 
forth to tap sugar maple 
trees. The sugar maple leaf 
was adopted long since as an 
emblem of Canada. 

In the same way there are 
parties in the United States 
which go into the woodlands 
to obtain maple sap. Vermont 
and New York have held top 
places in this field, but im- 
portant amounts are gathered 
in various other states, includ- 
ing Ohio, Michigan, Pennsy!- 
vania, Wisconsin and New 
Hampshire. 


The snow may be thick on 
the ground when holes are 
drilled in trees. These holes 
are an inch or two deep, and 
from each one comes sweet 
sap. 


The sap is collected in pails 
or other containers, and then 
may be boiled in the woods. 
That is the old custom which 
has lasted in some areas to the 
present. Often in these mod- 
ern times, the sap is taken to 
a maple sugar “factory,” where 
it is handled on a large scale.

A. Quebec is first by a wide 
margin. Ontario ranks second, 
and is followed by New Bruns- 
wick and Nova Scotia 

Q. What is accomplished by 
boiling? 


\ The sap is turned into 
maple sirup, and much maple 
sirup is placed on the market, 
If the boiling is kept up long 
enough, the liquid becomes ex- 
tremely thick and is ready to 
be placed in molds. From the 


molds come cakes of maple 


sSucar. 


Q. Is sap obtained for this 
purpose from any trees be- 
sides the sugar maples? 


\ Yes. it is taken from red 
maples, silver maples and 
black maples, also from box 
elders, which belong to the 
maple family.
